Scalped by the Seminolea. 


Daring the Serainole^ndian war of 
1887 there were time.swhen the Indians 
would leave off hf)stilitie8 in order to 
make their crops and to prepare anew 
for the war-path. 
All the settlers had 
to lire in forts, and in planting crops 
and cultivating them some of 
them 
would work while others stood guard. 
During these cessations of hostilities 
some would return to their homes only 
to be driven back to the fort and some- 
times killtid and scalped. 


Fleming Johns and his wife returned 
to their home, at what is now Baldwin 
as the Indians had not been seen tor 
some time. 
E a d v 
in the 
morning 
Johns got up, opened the door 
and 
looked around. 
He saw no signs of 
Indians, and went out to cut some fire 
wood. 
While cutting the Indians fired 
at and wounded him. 
He ran into the 
house and shut the door. 
His gun was 
on a rack. 
He reached for it, but fell 
from loss of blood, knocking oflf the 
hammer. 


Johns had no other weapon and was at 
the mercy of the Indians, who advanced 
to the door and began, with an ax, to 
knock it down. 
Johns offered them 
his home and all he had if they would 
spare his life. 
The Indian.sonly laugh- 
ed and cursed him. 
They broke the 
door down and slioL him, :iud began to 
take.wliat tliey wanted, vijiping open 
the featiier bed, pillows, and bolsters 
and packing up all they wanted. 


John's wife looked on, every minute 
expecting to be killed and 
scalped. 
She told me they packed all they want- 
ed before they molested her. 
An old 
Indian niotiuued her to leave, but she 
was afraid to move. 
He took her by 
the hand and led her toward the door. 
She looked back and an Indian was rais- 
ing his gun to shoot. 
She threw her 
arm over her eyes and he shot, the ball 
striking her arm and going through 
her n(!ck. 
She f(;ll forward stunned, 
with her arm under her head. 
Before 
they got through 
scal])ing her 
she 
came to her senses, but feigned being 
dead. 
The Indians then set tire to the 
house and left (juietly. 


After tin y had been gone a short 
time, and the house w;is well on 
tire, 
she got up and tried to })ull her dead 
husband from the burning house, and 
pulle(l him as far as tlie door, when 
she fainted. 
In falling, a pail of water 
was upset 
upon 
her, which 
brought 
lier back to constrioiisness. 
She took 
a towel, folded it and covered her head, 
and left, taking the road.

St. Lotrns, June 5—As the convention 
gathers a full brass band of sixty pieoe.s 
stationed on the west gallery, All« the 
hall with martial strains and popular 
operatic airs. 
The delegates straggle in 
last o! all, generally by delegations, and 
there is some confusion in seating them 
in aooordanoe with a plan arranged, but 
nobody appears in a hurry and every 
body is good natnred. 


As noon approaches the vast audience 
watches each new comer to catch a fa 
miliar face and 
cheer 
whenever 
pvominent figure is recognized. 


At noon all the delegates have arrived 
at the convention hall except those 
from New Tork and Missouri. 


It was fifteen minutes before they 
came into the convention, headed by ex- 
Mayor Grace, of New York Oity. 


Oration to Thnrman. 


At this moment a Oalifomia delegate 
mounted a chair and unfurling a red 
handkerchief placed it upon the banner 
pole of the delegation. 
This was the 
signal for the appearance of hundreds 
of the "Old Boman's" standards, and in 
an instant the banner poles of Pennsyl- 
vania, West Virginia, Wisconsin, Ne- 
braska, Florida, 
Utah, New Mexico, 
Ohio, New Hampshire, New Jersey, 
Delaware, Oregon 
and Nevada were 
decorated with red handkerchiefs, and 
from the balconies and the nave of the 
hall proper red banners waved all over 
the auditorinm. 


A Gray Ovation. 


While this flare up of enthusiaem was 
in progress, some one hoisted high a 
gray hat upon the pole of the Indiana 
delegation and the friends of Governor 
Gray joined in shouting. 


Called to Order. 
At 12:85 the vast assemblage was 
silenced by a stroke from the gavel 
of Ohairman Barnum and the demo- 
cratic con vention of 1888 was formally 
in session. 


The chairman introduced Bishop J. 
B. Cranberry, of St. Louis, who opened 
the proceedings with prayer. The choice 
of the committee on temporary officers 
was ratified by the convention. 
The 
chair oppointed A. P. Gorman, 0. 
S. 
Brico and F. W. Dawson, a committee 
to conduct Mr. White to the chair. 


Chairmao White's Speoeh. 


Having taken the chair, the new pre- 
eiding officer was greeted with another 
round of applause and cheers. 
Chair- 
man White, in bis bpeeoh, oongratulated 
the convontioD on being the first one 
for more than a quarter of a cenluty 
held while the derunoratic administration 
iB con ducting the aflfaire of the govern- 
ment, and that experience had shown 
the republican prophecies that demo- 
cratic Bucoess meant ruin to the country 
to be false. 


He patiaed a high eulogium upon 
President Cleveland's faithful adherence 
to the rules of government laid down by 
the democratic convention of 1884. 
He 
lauded hia tarifi reform message; his 
land policy of forfeiting the title of rail- 
roads where the conditions had not been 
kept, and of presenting the alien owner- 
ship of lands. 


He also commended his policy on the 
Ohinese question, which excludes the 
Mongolians from our shores. 


There-election of Cleveland he de- 
clared to be demanded by the patriotic 
sentiment of the land. 
The republican 
party oannot long survive. 
Its long 
life was due to the doubts and fears of a 
succeeding civil conflict. 
These have 
been removed by time, thought and 
honest opinion, in spite of the criminal 
efforts to subvert the public will, as ex- 
pressed through the ballot box. 
It was 
done despite the crime against the elec- 
toral franchise, [which 
deprived the 
democracy of the fruits of victory and 
the whole people of the services of the 
great statesman, Samuel J. Tilden. 


When he mentioned 
the name of 
President 
Cleveland the 
convention 
arose to its feet and with waving hats 
and flattering handkerchiefs, cheered 
for several moments. 
The references in 
his speech to Tilden failed to arouse any 
marked enthusiasm and none of the New 
Tork delegation applauded the mention 
of that once inspiring name.

When the name of David Tnr- 
pie, of Indiana, was called to represent 
that state upon the committee on renolu 
tions, there was a burst of applause, 
which was, however, eclipsed by the 
cheers which greeted the selection of 
Henry Waterson to the same committee 
by the state of Kentucky.

The chair announced that the com- 
mittee just constituted would meet at 
o'clock.

The national democratic committee 
met in the grand parlor of the Southern 
hotel. 
Chairman W. H. Barnum re- 
quested that all gentlemen, not members 
of the convention, withdraw for a few 
moments. 
The first business coming 
before the committee was the seleoti n 
of a temporary chairman. 
Lieutenant 
Governor Stephen M. White, of Califor- 
nia, was nominated by National Com- 
mitteeman M. F. Tarpey, of California, 
and was elected without opposition.

adopted, approving of the appointment 
of Bichard J. Bright, of Indians, as ser- 
geant-at-arms and Dan Able, of Mis- 
souri, as chief doorkeeper.

We present below the salient points of 
Speaker Carlisle's closing argument in tne 
House of BepresentatiTes on the Mills tar- 
iifbiU: 


On the first day of tbe present month there 
was in tho treasury 
143,00} in excess of 
^ 
the current liabilities of the UoTemmeni show- 
ing that tliere has been since Dec. X an average 
monthly acoumolation of more than S11,00.'.000. 
Every dollar of tills euormoui aum has been 
taken by law from the commercial pursuits of 
the people at a time when it was sorely needed 
in the prosecution of tbeir business, and under 
oiroumstanoes whlob atlord no juutiHoation 
whatever for the exaotment. The question this 
Congress must decide is, whether this policy 
shall be longer contlnuea here in this country, 
whore the people are supposed to govern in 
tbeir own right and their own interests. I can 
imagine no linanoiftl coadition more dangeroaa 
to the integrity of legislation and the prosperity 
of the people than that which results from an 
accumulation of a large surplus in the pnblio 
treasury. £ven if it was posHible for such an 
accumulation as we now have to come into our 
public treasury without the imposition of any 
tax it would still be a great misfortune, because 
its inevitable etfect is to enoourage useless and 
extrava((ant appropriations of public money, 
in violation of those 
principles 
of 
public 
economy which have been iouud to be abso- 
lutely essential to the preservation of a popa- 
lar form of govsmnient aud the constitutional 
limitations cm its iiowers 
It id safe to say that 
so long as this i>olioy continues largesses and 
bounties for the promot on of purely private 
enterprises will be demanded, aud new fi-lds 
for tho ezerciHe of legislative labor; new ob- 
jects tor the appropriation of the public money 
will be discovered. But, it is said, we still 
have outstiiniiing a vast public debt, and that no 
great danger oan befall the oauntry if the pres- 
ent rates of taxation ar« continued and the sur- 
plus applied to the purchase of the bonds 
believe that so long as we aetually have a sur- 
plus its application to the extinguishment of 
the public debt is the v«ry best use that oan be 
made of it, but I totally dissent from the prop 
Dsition 
that it is either wise or just to 
uursua a fiscal policy that taxes the people 
merely for the puri>08e of raising revenue to 
be used In the purchase, at a premium, of the 
bnmatured bond^ of the Government, except 
SO far HS may be necessary to comply with the 
requirements of the sinking-fund law. And I 
am not altogether satisfied that if tho revenue 
could be proi>erly reduced it would not be wise 
to suspend the operation of the law, to some 
extent at leasi., for some short period of tiiue.

u a situation into which the Government 
las been forced by the failure of Cougresa 
b the past to take proper provision for the re- 
K 
;tion of the revenue. Millions of dollars are 


en by law from tho hanas of the people who 
•am the money by their labor and by their 
I 111 in the prosecution of their business to be 
»aid over to tbe bondholders la excess of tha 
legal obligatjpn of the bonds. If Congress ad- 
journs without applying the remedy this unjust 
»rocoss must go on indefinitely. In the pres- 
mce of such a situation we can't aftord to 
'quarrel over details. A reduction of the rev- 
gnue, not by Increasing taxation, as some pro> 
pose, 
but 
by reducing 
taxation in such 
measure as to afford tbe largest measure of 
relief to tbe people aud tbeir industries, should 
be the great and controlling object to which 
everything eUe should be Hubordlnated. I do 
not mean that any industry, however small 
and apparently insi»uitjcant, should not be 
carefully considered in a friendly spbrit. But I 
do mean that tbe general interests ot the many 
should not be subordinated to the speolallinter- 
ests of the few. 


This is purely a practical question. Its con- 
sideration necessarily involves a disonssion to 
some extent of the principles on which the 
l>ower of taxation is exercised. 
There is a fun- 
damental and irreconcilable ditferenceof opin- 
ion between those \vho believe that the power 
of taxation should be exercised only for public 
purposes, and that tbe burden of taxation 
should be distributed equally omon^ all the 
people according to their ability to bear them, 
and 
those 
who 
believe 
it is tha 
right 
and duty of the government to encourage 
private 
interests 
by 
the 
impositiou 
of 
higher rates than the needs of the government 
require. No man in public life would venture 
to advocate excessive taxation merely (or the 
purpose of raising excossiv e revenue. But when 
the rates are so adjusted or the objects so 
selected as to give one section of the couutry or 
one class of industries advantages over an- 
other section or another class we nnd a large 
number of able aud Jnfiuentla] men In public 
'ife who advocate the syst.nu, or at least ex- 
:nae it. This is the sole cause of the difficulty 
«vhich we are now encountering in our efforts to 
reliex e the people und reduce the surplus. 
It 
is tbe sole cause of the imfortunate delay 
which occurred in tbe reduction of the revenue, 
and if tbe present uioasurs gliall fail and dis- 
aster in any form shall comenpon the country 
and the industrial interests of the country by 
reason of over-taxation and an accumulation of 
money in the treasury this vicious feature in 
our system will be re8i>onaible for It. 


Whenever we propose to reduce the burdens 
oi taxation of the people, whenever we propose 
to secure to each individual citizen the full 
fruits of his own toll subject only to the re- 
quirements of the goTemment, whenever we 
propose to remove restrictions so that there 
may be freer production and freer exchange, 
the alarm is sounded and all tbe cohorts of 
monoxH>ly are assembled to bear the heralds 
proclaim the immediate and irretrievable min 
of the country. 
We have heard it over and 
over again during this debate. It has been re- 
peated over and over again in this hall, and 
gentlemen from New England especially seem 
alarmed ai to the fate that will befal tbeir in- 
dustries in case this bill t^hould become a law. 
Gentlemen from "New Kngland predicted in 
1H46 that the duties flxsd by law of that date 
would ruin their textile industries. In 1857 all 
of tbe New England members voted for a still 
further 
reduction 
of 
20 per 
cent, from 
what they had called 
the ruinously low 
tariff of 1816. 
In tbe free trade period, 
as 
the 
Ilepnblicans 
called 
tbe 
de- 
cade from IBoO to 18U0, the wool manufactured 
product increased 4'2 per cent, and labor 37 per 
cent. [Applause, i The Increased product In 
New Engiand was 62 per cent. In lM)slery the 
pro Inct increased 421 p^r cent. In cotton the 
E 
roduct in New Kngland increased 81 per cent, 
a boots and shoes, upon which the duty had 
been reduced 10 per cent., the increase in New 
England was a*) per cent; the product in 1860 
in New England was mere than the entire 
product of the Union in 1850. This is what the 
Republicans from New England had seen nnder 
a low tariff. Within eleven years after tbe 
passage of this bill tbe people of New England 
would vote for a still further reduction, or If 
they did not the people would send somebody 
here who would. (Applause. | This was what 
they had seen. They had seen tbeir manu- 
facturlng iadusMes growing and prospering as 
never before. They saw tbe number of their 
bands constantly increasing, and the rates ot 
wages constantly rising. Thev saw the great 
manufacturing and agricultural interests nour- 
ish as never before. 


But there was something they did not see. 
They did cot see great monopolies and trusts 
created to control the production and prices 
of the necessaries of life. They did not see 
colossal fortunes realized by a few individuals 
in a short period of tine, while the great 
masses of the people were strugglin« hard to 
live comfOTtably and pay their taxes. 
They 
did not see thousands of honest labering men 
out of employment parading tbe streets of a 
city or t r a m ^ g to and fro on the public high- 
ways demanding work or bread. With these 
things under a high tariff and class legislation 
we have beMme familiar. 


The gentlwan from Michigan (Burrows) has 
stated uiat tbe result of the d vssage of the tariff 
acts of 1840 and 1857 was to reduce tbe country 
to absolute bankruptcy and so affect the credit 
of the Government that it was compelled to 
borrow money in times of peace at a discount 
of from l i t(j »0 per cent. The financial de- 
pression that occurred in 18:)7 was an insig- 
nificant incident of history compared with that 
great commercial and industrial disaster which 
occurred in 1873, and which devastated the 
c o u n ^ for five long years, ruining banking 
and mercantile bouses, extlnRulshing the fires 
in the fnmaees, paralyzing the industries of 
tbe people, and bringing down prices of all our 
products of every kind. Under tbe low rates 
ot duty the coimtry recovered from the depres- 
sion of 1867 in a comparatively few months, 
and Uae an aw akeoed giant marched on in Its 
yaths of greatness and power. After the panic 
of 1878 
it 
struggled 
on 
for five weary 
years. 
From 
the 
passage 
of 
the tariff 
act of 1816 down to the last ten oays of 
PuebaaaD's administration, when eivU war 
was Imminent in this oountry, not a bond, not 
a traasury note, not a government obligation in 
any fono, se|a for less «ban par In goU. wbUe 
maay of t b m e o l d a t a v a r r e o M l d e n A l e p r ^ 
miumtnjoM.

Would it be 
fair to «ay that the bonds were ssM ak »«la. 
eoont beeause fte rates of duty on imported 
goods bad been Inoieased? I would be asbamed 
of myielf if I made such a charge. Tbe truth 
if the credit ot the govsmment was alwaya 
good in neaoe and m war until the civil com- 
motion came to 18ij0, and no adminlstrattca. 
Democratio or Iwpabliflan. no system of tau- 
tico, free trade or protection, ceuld have pre- 
vented the saerifloe of government obllgatlona 
under such circumstances. 


So far tbe main opposltimi to this bill bag 
been against that part which proposes to reduce 
the tariff taxes, and we are told that its passage 
will ruin many valuable industries now flour- 
ishing: that it will throw many men out of 
employment and diminish the wages of tbos* 
who still manage to find work to do. 
If X be- 
lieved that the passage of this bill would work 
any material injury to any honest industry in 
thisoountiyl would hesitate long, notwith- 
standing the emergency now on us, before 
casting my vote for it. But I am satisfied that 
instead of that it will greatly benefit them, aud 
at the same time r ^ e r e tbe people. In 186« 
»187,000.000 were collected by the Government 
from manufacturers and their products. Every 
vestige of that enormous burden has t>een re- 
moved, and properly removed, and now I sub- 
mit that the time has come when the great 
masses of consumers have a right to demand 
relief. There never was a time ^hen this in- 
ternal tax remained on the manufacturers and 
their products that they would not have been 
glad.to surrender a large part of tha duties on 
imported goods to remove that charge from 
tbeir industries. 


Hr. Carlisle then quoted from a speech de- 
livered oy John Sherman in 18:17 to tbe effect 
that the manufacturer bad an advantage equal 
to tbe duty imposed, an<l he asked how gentle- 
men on the other side could reconcile this 
statement with tbeir contention that tbe con- 
sumer did not pay an increased price on ac- 
count of tbe duty. The statements that protec- 
tion enabled the manufacturer to sell his goods 
cheaper, and enabled the laborei* to get t>etter 
wages, were utterly inconsistent with each 
other. He did not deny that there had been a 
tendency toward increased wages in this coun- 
try, but it was true of all other countries, free 
trade or protection. There were other causes than 
protection for this, and the principal one was 
tbe increased use of machinery. Ha quoted 
from a report of Comuiissioner Wright, of the 
Labor Bureau, to tbe Ways and Means Com- 
mittee to show the effect of employment of 
mechanical forces. He also pointed to rail 
roads, telegraphs, steamboats, and increased 
facilities for excbange, as 
elements 
that 
had brought down tbe prices of goods and 
increased the wages of labor. .\11 these influ- 
ences are well known. Continuing. Mr. Carlisle 
said: 


"There is not a well-informed man who does 
not know that it is not the tariff, not the rates 
of duty upon imported goods, that have brought 
aown the prices of manufactured articles or in- 
creased wages, but tbe inventions which have 
characterized this age, and no other age before 
has been so characterized. The gentleman 
from Maine talks about the home market. 
We 
all know, be says, that this protectiv« system 
is beneficial to the farmer, because first, it pro- 
tects his products from competition from the 
agricultural products of other countries; and, 
second, the gentleman says, because it diversi- 
fies industry, aud by increasing the number of 
people engaged in other than agricultural pur- 
suits increases the market for his product. 
It 
is 
scarcely 
ueo.'ssary 
for 
me 
to 
make 
an 
argument 
to 
show 
that as to all those agricultural products whicli 
the farmers ef this couutry are compelled to 
send abroad to sell at foreign prices the duty 
can not be of any possible benefit. The Amer- 
ican farmer understands this surely, and the' 
fallacy of this argument has been so often ex- 
posed that it will be a waste of time to dwell 
upon it. 
It is barely nossible that at some par- 
ticular time and at some particular point along 
the northern border a duty upon barley, acd 
hay, and potatoes, and eggs, and perhaps a 
few other articles may enable tbe producer of 
those articles at that particular time and place 
to realize a higher prioe than he would if the, 
d n ^ was removed 
But even this ocasional 
and uncertain benefit is ef but very little» 
advantage to hlui, and when you remem- 
ber thai he Is 
all 
tbe 
time 
subjected! 
to the l^urden which a high tariff imposes upod 
the articles he has to buy and undertake to 
setoff his advantages asainst his disadvan- 
tages, you will find a large balance on the 
wrong siae. Of course tbe domestic market, 
tbe home market, is improving, and has been 
i^iprovlng, and will continue to improve, under 
any system of taxation, along with £he increase 
of population, of wealth, the improved facili- 
ties for proiuction and distribution in this 
country. But bow long are our farmers to sit 
down and wait for the coming of that home 
market which the gentlemen on the other side 
have been promising them for so many long 
years? 
Take 
tbe 
average 
production 
of 
wheat in this countrv during the past few 
years, and assume that there shall be no 
increase whatever in the production, 
and 
that the consumption per caolta shall remain 
always precisely as it is, and it is caj>able of 
demonstration that there can be no home 
market for all tbe wheat ot the American far- 
mer until our population shall reach nearly 
lOO.Ouu.OUO. The last statistics showing the con- 
sumption, and production, and the exportation 
of raw cotton in this coimtry show that 
in 
iHOfi we sent abroad about two-thirds of our 
production, and we consumed in our manu- 
factures at home one-third. Tbe capital in- 
vested in 188J was fcl0.<XK),000; the number 
of bauds 
employed, 172,000. 
Now, if 
we 
have been more than 100 years in so developing 
these cotton industries as to enable them 
to take and eonsume only three-quarters o< 
the American cotton crop at prices fixed in Eu- 
rope, how many centuries will we have to wait 
until these factories shall so devele^ as to con- 
sume all our productions at fair prices fixed in 
this oountry ? What is to become of these prod- 
ucts V Are the farmers of tbe North and tbe 
planters of tbe South to abandon their great 
wheat and cott >n fields and undertake the cul- 
tivation of crops not sultod to their soil In order 
that these gentlemen may experiment to see 
whether a home market can be made by legis- 
lation ? No, sir. These great agricultural in- 
terests must go on, and the American farmer 
must sell his surplus products in any market 
ne can and for any prioe be can. Tbe great 
controlling element is the world's supply and 
the world s demand. 


Tbe American producers of wheat, for in- 
stance, do not compete among themselves 
alone in tbe great wheat markets of Europe. 
They meet there the wheat from England, Rus- 
sia, Austria, Hungary, and India, and all tbe 
other grain-growing regions of Europe and 
Asia, and they sell their product there in com- 
[>etition with all tbe product and tbe prices of 
abor on the face of the earth. The lately 
emancipated slaves of Russia, the laborers ot 
India who live all summer on rice and milk, 
and re(iuire only coarse cotton shirts and sleep 
on the floor of a bamboo but, all pour their pro- 
ducts into tbe markets of Europe, to meet 
the wheat irom Minnesota and Dakota, and no 
tariff we can put on and no system of taxation 
here can prevent this. The same argument ap- 
plies to all our agricultural products, and the 
American farmer understands it. 
And he un- 
derstands that as long as be is compelled to 
export and sell in a foreign market any part of 
his product the foreign market is worth as 
much to him as tbe home market, because he 
receives there just what he would 
receive 
here, after deducting tbe cost of transportatiou. 
Therefore, in restricting his market he wants 
it enlarged so Ibat his jiroiucts which cannot 
be consumed here can find a market among 
the people elsewhere. 
What the American 
farmer wants is a home market, In which he 
can purchase his supplies as cheaply as his com- 
petitors. 
When he cannot get this, 
then 
he asks that there may be such a system as 
11 enable him to purchase elsewhere aud im- 
port them, without being unreasonably fined 
for carrying on this harmless business. 
That 
is what the American farmer wants. 
We want 
not only the home markets but the markets of 
all the world for the variety of products ot thlf 
i ;reat oountry. We want to sell our manufac- 
iured products to India and tbe hungry manu- 
facturing places of Europe and the agricultural 
places of Mexico, South America and Asia. We 
want to remove as far as we cau the barriers 
wbich annoy our Industries, so that this ooun- 
try may take its Place with the great commer- 
cial countries of the world and become rich and 
powerful as no other country has before." 


ATTOBUXX UBTtBRiL JiEWSTBit was a 
man of hobbies and ecoentricities and 
given to gnlphnroas warmth of speech.

Ewing was considered the 
epicure of the clique, caring little for 
drink, and Stanbery never forgot the 
delights of many cozy hours at the old 
Eagle, even after he became a member 
of Johnson's cabinet, from which, it 
will Ito remembered, he resigned to de- 
fend the impeachment.

When they fiing stones and 
dirt at the flag and the graves, he only 
got one arm,"

Mr. Oiat Tctgena, the revenne In- 
speelor, eame hoaie yeatsrdaj Ikom 
LawreiiedbQig and TndtenapoHs, when 
he attended a meeting ol revenne offi- 
elala relatire to the sale of bogus batter, 
whieh hsa eome into the loeal markets 
for general nae, as It Is sold from 5 to 10 
eents less than the genuine artiole. 


"At Indianapolis," said Mr. Tergens, 
*'we found in a oanvaas of the oity thirty- 
eight samples of oleomargerine, with 
dealers, too, who have no lioense^ They 
ace imposed on by huckaters who mix 
the lard butter with the dairy artiele 
and deceive dealers." 


"How many people are licensed In 
Fort Wayne," asked Thb Sanmnnifarm 
hand. 


"Bat one," replied Mr. Tergens, "but 
we will presenUy make an investiga- 
tion." 


The government Is strict with this 
badness and it is aa closely watehed as 
any of the federal departments. 


There are two classes of dealers recog- 
nised under the law—the retail dealer, 
who pays a license of $48 a year and can 
sell nothing over a ten-pound package, 
and a wholesale dealer, who paya $480 a 
year, and can sell notliing under a ten- 
pound or original package whieh bears a 
revenue stamp. Now, if a person goes 
into a grooery store or other plaee where 
oleomargerine is sold and asks for some 
of it on a plate, the dealer can only sell 
it by patting it in a wooden or paper 
package, on the bottom of whieh is 
stamped, in addition to the dealers name 
and address, the word "oleomargerine," 
in letters not less than one quarter of an 
inoh square. 
The penalty 
for vi- 
olatiDg this law la a fine of not less 
than $50 nor more than $500. 
It 
will be observed that while the law pro- 
teots the purohaser of oleomargarine 
from being imposed upon, it doea not 
reach the consumer, who has no meana 
of telling whether the boarding houae, 
restaurant or hotel butter Is genuine 
stuff or the bogus artiole. 
Hia chops 
may be fried in it. his steak be broiled 
In it, and unless hia nose is very power 
ful he may not be able to detect It when 
on the table before him. 
Hence there 
are several simple tests. 
Sometimes it 
it can be detected by the smell of tallow 
if It is very bad. If not, heating a knife 
blade in hot water and running It into 
the alleged butter brings ont the tallow 
smell mere strongly. 


The methods and tests used by reve- 
nue officials to discover bogus butter 
are interesting. The implements con 
sist of an ordinary drop gas-light, over 
the chimney of which ia plaoed a small 
wire netting about two inches square. 
On the top of this is placed a tin cup 
four Inches high, called the heating cup. 
For the purpose of making a teat to de- 
termine whether the substance Is oleo- 
margarine or butter, the heating cup is 
filled with water, which is heated to 96 
or 100 degrees. Then a graduated nar- 
row glass tube, graduated into ten parts, 
each representing five-sixteenths of an 
inch, and known as degrees, the lowest 
degree being divided into five parts, 
each, of course, representing one-six- 
teenth, is filled with the substance and 
placed in the heating cup. When a 
curd appears remove the tube from the 
souree of heat and let it stand for ten 
minutea. 


The pure batter shows three degrees 
or more of cheese, which sticks to the 
bottom of the tube, 
and 
resembles 
schmierksse or oottage cheese. The re- 
maining contenta of the tubes are com- 
posed of fat, and are perfectly transpitr- 
ent and a beautiful amber color. 
In 
fact, in the specimen of pure but ter 
shown one could see to read through the 
transparent fat 


The bogus butter, on the other haiid, 
which, before it was submitted to the 
test, would fool almost any one, had a 
beautiful yellowish oolor. Submitted to 
the test there wss no cheese visible and 
the fat was opaque, turbid and ropy. 
There waa glue sticking to the sidee of 
the tube and small particles of jelly 
swimming in the water. The water was 
at the bottom and contained lactic and 
generally mineral aoida. 


Bogaa batter eontains two aolds— 
butyric and oxalic. 
The former pro- 
duoea irritation of the bowels and rheu- 
matic pains, while the latter is known as 
a rank poison, having often been talcen 
for saieidal purposes. 
This is not all. 


W h e r e partioles of this bogus butter is 
given the mieroscopio test there are d is- 
oovered myriada f^ horrible looking, 
ereepfaag, crawling, wriggltaig organ- 
isms, known ss infasoria, wiiich are of 
vegeteble and animal origio, and cloaely 
allied to the germs supposed to be the 
oauae of infectious disesses.
